Mr.  7/inf  red  Barton,  Walker  County,  has  grown  corn  and  raised  poultry 
and  hogs  since  1930,  when  he  joined  a  4-H  club.  He  built  a  brooder  house 
and  a  "brick  furnace  for  it.  He  has  given  poultry  demonstrations,  exhibited 
his  corn  and  poultry  at  community  and  county  fairs,  and  won  many  prizes.  He 
was  selected  to  attend  Recreational  Leadership  School  and  also  has  attended 
club  camps.  He  has  organized  three  4-H  clubs  and  served  as  vice  president, 
reporter,  and  president  of  his  club.  With  the  proceeds  from  his  club  work 
he  paid  his  way  through  high  school  and  now  is  sending  his  brother  through 
high  school,  and  in  addition  to  helping  with  the  expenses  at  home,  he  buys 
clothes  for  himself  and  his  brother.  He  is  responsible  for  a  branch  library. 
He  plans  to  be  a  poultry  specialist,  and  now  has  62  hens,  a  fine  henhouse 
and  equipment,  a  300  capacity  brooder  house  full  of  baby  chicks,  and  an 
incubator  full  of  eggs.  He  also  owns  a  brood  sow. 

Mr.  Virgil  DeLoney,  Dale  County,  has  been  interested  in  corn-,  peanut-, 
poultry-,  cow-,  and  pig- club  work  since  1927.  He  has  furnished  eggs,  poultry, 
and  milk,  and  butchered  a  calf  for  home  use,  and  has  produced  hoy  from  his 
peanut  project.  He  has  sold  cream.  Each  year  since  joining  the  4-H  club 
he  has  attended  the  club  rally  and  the  club  camp.  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  livestock  judging  team  at  the  State  fair.  As  his  project  last  year  he 
carried  poultry,  6  acres  of  corn,  12  acres  of  peanuts,  and  1  calf. 
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Miss  Clora  Ella  Paulk,  Montgomery  County,  has  done  8  years  of  club 
work  in  clothing,  food  preservation,  home  improvement,  poultry,  and  calves. 
She  has  never  missed  a  meeting.  Each  year  she  has  obtained  new  members, 
has  given  many  demonstrations  in  canning,  makes  her  own  clothes,  and  helps 
her  mother  with  the  .'  .mily  sewing.  By  sewing  for  others  and  selling  her 
products  on  the  curb  market  she  has  earned  money  for  her  clothes  and  school 
books.  She  refinished  the  living  room,  and  this  year  is  renovating  the 
kitchen.  Her  community  service  includes  taking  the  steam-pressure  cooker 
to  other  homes  and  assisting  busy  mothers  with  their  canning.  She  took 
charge  of  a  relief-agency  canning  center,  canned  3,000  cans  of  food,  and 
taught  others  how  to  can.  Later  they  placed  her  on  the  pay  roll.  She  has 
had  charge  of  two  canning  centers,  and  frequently  has  helped  with  a  negro 
center.  For  the  last  3  years  she  has "helped  her  mother  to  prepare  and  sell 
on  the  curb  market  vegetables,  flowers,  and  fowl.  She  has  occupied  the 
offices  of  president,  vice  president,  secretary,  and  reporter  of  her  club. 

Miss  Violet  Whatley,  Lee  County,  selected  canning,  clothing,  baking, 
meal  planning,  poultry,  gardening,  and  home  improvement  as  her  club  project 
She  has  attended  short  course  as  a  delegate  from  her  county.  Violet  makes 
all  her  own  clothes  and  helps  with  the  family  sewing  and  canning.  She  has 
made  practical  use  of  her  home- improvement  project.  In  1932  she  helped  her 
brother  to  landscape  the  yard.  She  markets  all  surplus  farm  products,  aver 
aging  $100  worth  a  year,  which  help  the  family  income.  She  now  owns  a  cow. 
She  has  improved  her  health  rating  from  a  low  to  one  of  the  highs  in  the 
county.  She  has  been  president  of  her  club. 

ARKANSAS 

Mr.  Joe  Roland  Cox,  Jackson  County,  has  completed  24  demonstrations 
in  crops,  livestock,  and  poultry  in  his  8  years  of  club  work.  He  has  ex¬ 
hibited  his  work  successfully  at  community  and  county  fairs,  winning  many 
awards  including  eight  blue  ribbons.  From  his  club  enterprises  he  has 
realized  a  net  return  of  $855.27.  He  was  a  member  of  the  county  livestock 
judging  team  that  twice  won  second  place  in  State-wide  contests.

He  has  been  on  the  county  judg¬ 
ing  team,  and  in  1934  he  entered  the  judging  contest  at  Knoxville,  placing 
second.  Farm  accounting  has  taught  him  to  know  all  assets  and  liabilities. 
From  the  proceeds  of  his  club  work  he  has  bought  his  books,  clothes,  and 
incidentals,  and  has  a  bank  account.  This  year  he  organized  a  club  of  50 
members,  ready  to  start  4-H  club  work.  He  has  been  elected  club  leader 
since  1931. 
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Mr.  Owen  Hodges.  Montgomery  County,  joined  a  4-H  club  in  1928, 
selecting  tobacco  and  pig  club  work.

She  assisted  in  making  a 
mattress.  The  pillows  are  made  from  feathers  of  the  ducks  she  raised.  Each 
year  she  has  exhibited  her  products  at  county,  interstate,  and  national  fairs, 
winning  many  prizes  and  medals.  Last  year  she  won  a  trip  to  the  National 
Club  Congress.  The  total  profit  earned  during  her  five  years  of  club  work  is 
$669.73.  She  has  filled  the  offices  of  secretary,  vice  president,  president, 
club  leader,  and  reporter. 

Miss  Margaret  F.  Morton.  Shelby  County,  joined  a  4-H  club  in  1927, 
choosing  gardening,  canning,  clothing,  home  management  and  beautification. 

She  has  sold  vegetables  to  curb-market  dealers.  She  has  raised  22  varieties 
of  vegetables  and  17  varieties  of  flowers,  some  of  which  she  has  sold  on  the 
curb  market,  and  has  won  first  prize  for  cut-flower  display.

Last  year  she  canned  1,365  quarts  of 
food,  which  is  approximately  the  amount  of  food  she  has  canned  each  year 
as  she  lias  a  family  of  10  to  feed.  Through  her  knowledge  of  sewing  she 
has  been  able  to  make  a  great  many  of  the  clothes  for  the  smaller  children 
in  her  family.  She  has  succeeded  in  attending  every  club  meeting  this  year, 
including  council  meetings  and  encampments.

She  has  exhibited  her  work  successfully,  winning  first  place  in  the 
county  style  dress  revue,  and  several  trips  to  club  camp  and  State  short 
course.  She  has  been  a  member  of  the  demonstration  and  judging  teams.  Her 
club  has  taken  part  in  the  spring  and  fall  flower  shows.
